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INTRODUCTION 

THIS book PRACTICAL HOMES, is published with a view of assisting the prospective home owner in selecting a design best 
suited to his taste and requirements, also commensurate with his financial means. A great deal of care has been exercised in 
the selection of homes illustrated in this book, the variety of designs being so complete and varied as to please the most critical. 
The interior planning has involved a great amount of careful study and wonderful results have been obtained, as will be observed 
by a careful scrutiny of the floor plans, the outside dimensions of the houses having been kept to the lowest possible unit, this pre- 
caution resulting in economy in construction, the most important factor to be considered in the designing of homes. The illus- 
trations in this book are actual photographic reproductions of homes already constructed ; in most cases all trees and shrubbery has 
been eliminated, in order to show without hindrance the architectural design. Shrubbery properly arranged and planted will en- 
hance the beauty wonderfully. 

A FEW HINTS ON CONSTRUCTION 

Presuming the lot has already been selected, the proper placing of house upon lot is the first matter to be considered. On north 
and south facing lots, the house should be placed nearest to the west line, leaving the easterly portion of lot which is the most 
desirable, for beautification. Where the lot is east or west facing, the house should be placed nearest to the north line. In the case of 
a corner lot, the house naturally should be placed nearest to line of adjacent lot. In every case the house should be set back from 
the street line as far as possible or in line with majority of houses in same block. In no case should the house be set below the estab- 
lished street grade. 

The building of a home is a very simple matter, with the aid of complete and properly designed plans and specifications, it being 
very essential however to adhere strictly to plans and specifications, in order to produce a structure similiar in design. 

The most available and desirable material for foundation is poured concrete or concrete blocks. If sand is available, poured con- 
crete is less expensive and should be mixed in accordance with specifications. The dimension lumber and lumber for sheathing, 
underfloors and roof boards does not necessarily have to be of the highest quality, owing to the fact that same is not exposed to the 
elements, consequently less deterioration. The lumber used on the exposed portions of the house should be of a good quality and 
free from sap and other defects. The three universal materials used for outside construction are lumber, brick and stucco, any of 
which can be made to look very attractive. The portion of the house that is most exposed to the elements, is the roof, therefore the 
best material should be used in its construction. From careful observation after a period of years usage, we have found Winthrop 
tapered asphalt shingles to be the most durable, also retaining their color and slate-like beauty, furthermore these shingles are to a 
fireproof, therefore, houses covered with these shingles are applicable with a lower insurance rate. 

portant elements in house construction is heat conservation and this problem is most satisfactorily solved 
' sulation. Every home should be insulated, so as to ensure warmth and fuel economy in cold weather and 
arm weather, therefore insulation is essential in all climates. According to government tests of the ma- 
ing purposes and not prohibitive in cost, Insulite was rated first. This insulation is made of the hard, 
ruce, thoroughly water and vermin proof, is light in weight, yet strong and durable and insuring a 
o essential in good insulating. This material is recommended for use on the inside of all outside 
for plaster and can be used on the partition walls for sound deadening and stiffening of walls, 
h and lathing on that portion. Another necessary precaution is to pack oakum over and under all 
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windows and door openings, also crevices. Having complied with above suggestions, house is then ready for plaster, which should 
be applied at least three-eights of an inch above its base. The interior finish should not be brought on the premises, or any interior 
finishing performed until the plaster is thoroughly dry and all dampness eliminated from the house. 

INTERIOR 

The interior trim is plain and free from dust catching crevices. The details of buffet and china closets, arches, stair arches, fire- 
place and bookcases, and kitchen cabinet, have been studied for each individual plan, to produce a most beautiful interior effect. 
The finishing can be in accordance with owners taste or desire, suggestions being carried out in the descriptions for each plan 
shown in book and also incorporated in the specifications. The proper heating of a home is a very important question to be con- 
sidered. Hot water is universally recognized as the most efficient, although hot air can be used with good results, especially in the 
small bungalows. While the selection of plumbing fixtures can be left to the owners choice, according to the amount of money he 
desires to expend, the specifications cover a good grade of fixtures that will serve the purpose. As to sewer, water and gas connect- 
tions, the specifications are so prepared as to cover all emergencies. 



PLANS AND SPECIFICATIONS 
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The complete plans, details and specifications as priced in the book include as follows : Front, rear and both side elevations, wall 
section, basement and floor plans, all of which are drawn to a scale of one quarter inch to the foot. Details of buffet and china 
closets, arches, stair arches, fireplace and bookcases, and kitchen cabinet, drawn to a scale of one inch to the foot, are furnished with 
each set of plans, also full size details of the interior trim. The specifications are in typewritten form (not blue-printed), and are 
prepared specially for each individual design, covering all material required, the kind and quality, and the manner in which the 
labor is to be performed. A complete lumber list is also furnished with each set of plans. 

CHANGES, ALTERATIONS OR SPECIAL PLANS 

If any changes or alterations in plans are contemplated, such as changing of partitions or trifling re-arrangement of rooms, length- 
ening or diminishing size of building, it is not absolutely necessary to have these changes shown on blue prints, as in the large 
majority of cases, changes of this nature can be taken care of by any competent carpenter or contractor, without said changes being 
shown on the blue prints. In order to have any changes shown on the blue prints, it is necessary to redraw the entire set of plans, 
for which a charge will be made, equal to three times the cost of the particular plan, as listed in book. 

Special plans will be furnished when desired, for any kind of a structure. In cases of this kind, a tentative sketch should ac-

THIS very modern Dutch colonial house is 34 by 26 feet, exclusive of sun room. The 
foundation above grade is smooth troweled. From water table to cornice, eight inch 
_ wide rustic siding or narrow 4 inch siding, or a combination of both may be used 
with good effect. Stained shingles are used on the side gables and front dormer. The roof 
is covered with green Winthrap tapered asphalt shingles. This house is a real true Dutch 
colonial and with proper setting, it produces a magnificent structure. The interior ar- 
rangement has a grand colonial staircase in the center hall, with arches connecting

The interior is very complete and compact, every inch of 
floor space having been utilized. The breakfast room shown in this plan can also be used 
as a sleeping porch. A massive Gothic bookcase arch connects living room and dining 
room, the latter named room having beamed ceiling and buffet and china closets, which 
features present a homelike and comfy appearance.

Batten 
boards are used above. Winthrop tapered asphalt shingles are used on the roof. The 
interior is very unique in arrangement, having a large living room with Gothic arch nook 
in rear, fireplace, special detailed arch leading to dining room and staircase, buffet and 
china closets in dining room and French accordion doors leading to sun room, making a 
magnificent and homey arrangement. The finish in these rooms may be fir, stained wal- 
nut, oak, finished old English, birch or old ivory.

THE bungalows shown on opposite page are homes of medium cost, being simple in construc- 
tion and at the same time retaining an artistic appearance. The interiors are very well 
proportioned and conveniently arranged and are all that could be desired considering ground 

area. 

Design No. 359 is 26 by 36 feet. The exterior is strictly a southern California type of bunga- 
low, shingles and siding being used on walls. The porch and pergola extending across entire 
front gives it a nifty appearance. The feature of this exterior arrangement is that three sleep- 
ing rooms have been provided, which is seldom accomplished in planning a house of this size. 
The living room, dining room and kitchen arrangement is very convenient and effective. 

Design No. 341 is 28 by 36 feet, exclusive of sun room. The exterior design is very unique. 
A 27-inch water table extends around the entire house, above which is stucco. The big feature 
of the interior arrangement is the large living room with fireplace, beamed ceiling, French ac- 
cordion doors leading to the sun room and massive Gothic arch leading to dining room, which 
room is provided with large buffet and china closets, all of which features contribute in produc- 
ing a grand appearance. The kitchen, chambers, bathroom and rear hall are arranged very 
conveniently and complete. 

Design No. 381 is 24 by 32 feet. The exterior is simple in construction and still retains good 
architectural lines. Stucco is used to the window sills, and stained shingles above. Consider- 
ing the ground area the interior is extraordinarily well arranged and fair sized rooms have been 
obtained.

The interior finish may be fir, birch or oak and can be stained walnut, old English, 
ivory or white enamel. The details of the arches, bookcases, buffets and china closets and fire- 
places are magnificent. The kitchen cabinets are complete in every manner and are provided 
with refrigerator space for outside icing. No mention is made of the plumbing fixtures as they 
can be selected to suit the owner. The house is insulated on the inside of all outside walls, in- 
cluding ceiling, with half-inch insulite, used as a plaster base, in place of lath. Hot water or hot 
air may be used for heating.
